'J'hu I'rotestant church IH uinii'.avi ii ing lo 
teach that the wine made by Christ at 
Cuna of (ialilce was not wim:, but nii i i' 
grape juice. The ("albolic church has 
idways acciipted the [jlam ,stat,'iiiiuil l li U. 
it was wine. Besides, the riih-r of the 
feast prouomieed it to bo g'iod uiiu>, and 
his allusion to the custom ot Ihi- ciuintiy, 
and that of Christ himself, when refer 
ring to tho bottling of wine, points in tin- 
aamo direction. There i.s no eviden.iu 
whatever in favor of the grape jiiicu 
theory. .Moreover, graiie juice is lar trom 
being eipliil lo waiui-as a buvnage. It is 
mainly u. bululioii ul •■cicain ut tarl.-u- ' 
' tiinnic, malic ami gallic acids. It.s usu 
as a beverage woiiKl ruin the teetli by 
converting them into tartrate of lime, 
produce dyspepsia and di.seaae of the kid- 
neys. It would be better even to be 
drunk uccasiuiially than to have neither 
kidneys nor teotb. 

To be soriiitural the church must nut 
only hold on to the wine, but take it 
in larger (|Uaiitities. The only phue in 
wliich llu! iiruijcr iluse ia iiitiuialcd was 
at the Cana marriage een-iiiuuy. 'I'lie 
quantity made at lliat tlnu: was from 
twelve to eighteen liikiii-s. .\ liil.'m ia 
nine ale gallons, so there wiu-i; liuiii cuie 
hundred and eight to unu humired ami 
sixty-two gallons. It is not likely there 
wtu'e more people present than gallons of 
wine, and then tliey had luien .luiik - 
ing beforehand. We I think it may fairly 
bo assumed that at least a •ji^Uim i;> the 
proper tjuantity for one person to absorb 
during one evening. It is lio|)ed, there 
fore, that the new movement will he dis 
couraged, and the old quantity of a pint 
or ao discarded, and the seripl iirea obeyed. 

liy the way. the teaching of St. I'aiil 
is in the same direction. lie preacribed 
a " little " wine only when it was tiikeii 
" often." Touching the temperance prob- 
lem genmallya few facta can no longer be 
Bupjiri'ssed. One of thoite facts is thiit of 
all the great religions of the world the 
Christian is the only one which has failed 
to forbid the use of intoxieat mg ilrinka ; 
another fact is that Clinatiaiia alone are 
afflicted with drunkenness. It has not 
only failed to forbid in the in-einises, 
but has enjoined iheir u.ie, even the 
last words of the Master to his disciplus 
hoiii" about wine and when he would 
drink with them again !

To 1 iiK Editor :—Sir,~llov.lVIr. Watson 
having given his oi)iiiion on saloon-keeii-

liands can hurl, tlloao who refuse ti- 
ilegraile nature to the level of primitive 
.Judaism. " 

This ia forcible lauguatje, but certainly 
not more foreiiih; than the uei-asiun calls 
for, and therefore within the liiiiils of 
inoderniion as detiiied by iMr. Watson 
himself.
